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1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 6, 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
well known containers for individual servings of salt available in "fast food" and other 
restaurants. The paper material from which these containers are formed is considered to be 
flexible and semi-permeable. Since all of the structural elements of the noted claims are met by 
the described prior art, all of the claimed functions including the phrase "ice melting package" as 
set forth in the claim preambles and "for releasing an ice melting substance" as recited in the 
body of claim 1, are also considered to be met by said prior art. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lewis (4,047,647). 
Lewis discloses most of the elements of the claims including a container of edible sodium 
chloride. Lewis may not disclose that the container is flexible or semi-permeable. On the other 
hand flexible and semi permeable containers for edibles, including paper or plastic sandwich 
bags with or without zippers are conventional. The container of Lewis is for a commestible. 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious to package at least some, if not all of the salt disclosed 
in Lewis in a prior art flexible, semi permeable container, including flexible containers of the 
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Lewis type or well known zippered freezer or storage bags constructed at least in part of PET 
(nylon), for the purpose of more conveniently transporting it from place to place. The claims 
read on such a structure. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references to Takubo et al. also disclose that food storage bags constructed 
with nylon and having zippers thereon are conventional. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/27/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As noted in the first office action and herein, the prior art paper salt packets are 
considered to be flexible and semi-permeable, and thus, have the claimed structure. Accordingly 
they meet the claimed functions; water on the surface of ice in contact with such prior art packets 
would seep into the packets and melt some of the salt therein, releasing water containing 
dissolved salt. With regard to the rejection over Lewis, the rejection is based not so much on a 
modification of the Lewis container, but on the obviousness of packaging the salt of Lewis in a 
prior art container on which the claimed package reads. Salt must oftentimes be packaged in less 
than ideal packages from a preservation standpoint (such as semi permeable packages including 
paper or plastic bags) depending on the situation.
